Aerial combats in the Verdun region 
yesterday numbered no less than 33. 
Three German machines were brought 
down and not a single French one. 
Elsewhere two Other German aero- 
planes were destroyed. The French 
aviators bombed many. points behind 
the aviator's lines. In the House of 
Commons Mr. Tennant strongly de- 
nied reports that Germany had _ es- 
tablished aerial supremacy as against 
aviators. There were better machines 
than than the Fokker coming into 
action on the British side. Non-mili- 
tary aviation experts do not think 
much of the British biplanes for swift 
aggressiveaerial warfare. The French 
monoplanes are more difficult to 
handle because of their Jack of stabil- 
ity, but the records show that they

report covering a fortnight’s 
operations on the Saloniki front states 
that since the first of May there bas 
been noimportantchange, Noserious 
infantry engagements haye been 
fought.

It is officially announced that a}. 
British monitor, the M-30, has been 
sunk by the fire of Turkish batteries 
in the Mediterranean. Two men were 
killed and two wounded in the engage- 
ment, which took place on the night 
of May 13. When the British battle- 
ships were withdrawn from the Galli- 
poli operations because of the danger 
from submarine attack, monitors were 
substituted. They have been used 
freely in the Eastern Mediterranean 
ever since. Neither there nor onthe 
Belgian coast has any monitor been 
destroyed by the explosion of a tor- 
pedo, which proves conclusively that 
they are reasonably submarine-proof. 
But they are not inimune to the fire of 
heavy guns, as Saturday’s engage- 
ment proves,

Interesting Methods of a Business That 
; is Quite Extensive. 

The salvage glass industry is of such 
| importance and extent that many deal- 
| ers in secondhand glass speciulize in 
| one branch or another. Some, for in- 
stance, handle only plate glass that 
| comes to them by reason of the demoli- 
| tion of old, buildings, razed to make 
place for new structures. Salvage glass 
of this sort brings prices not far below 
those of new glass. 

A considerable quantity of the sal- 
vage glass dealer's stock emanates 
from tbe plate glass insurance com-~ 
anies. The methods of these com- 
panies in taking over glass vary. One 
concern may keep no stock on hand, 
| simply buying whatever is required to 
replace a broken pane, disposing of the 
| broken glass, if enough remains to be 
sold, to the salvage dealer. Some- 
times a company will have a ware 
house of its own, to which it will re 
move broken glass that may still be 
| in condition to use. Frequently it will 

happen that only ope corner has been 
| proken from a large pane and that this 
| may be cut down to fit a smaller win- 

dow. 
| Most plate glass is insured, but there 
| is much that is not. In the case of an 
' aninsured plate that ts broken the owm 
| er wust. of course, go to a dealer fora 
| new plate. He will sell the broken 
| plate to the salvage dealer. It follows 
i therefore that from ‘insurance com- / 
' panies, from building wreckers apd 
| from owners of uninsured glass the 
salvage glass dealers accumulate great 
quantities of secondhand plate glass. 
Much of this is in such a condition that 
it may be reset anywhere. Should the 
injury consist, for instauce, of simply 
a deep scratch in the center it is easy 
, to make that plate salable. The sec- 
| ondhand dealer cuts out a strip con- 
| taining the scratch and thus have left 
' two smaller plates, quite suitable for 
| smaller windows. 
| When injured plate glass is too much 
scratched to be available for windows 
it is sometimes made into ground or 
| frosted glass for office partitions or 
| doors. Salvage plate glass too small 
for use in windows is employed for 
the glass doors of refrigerators, and 
larger pieces are utilized in the making 
of glass table tops. Small fragments 
| go to the making of hand mirrors, al- 
though only, clear pieces may be so 
employed. Other pieces, too small for 
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amtae fimnén tha manr.

Johnston 
tought to pursue certain facts show- 
ing that other Canadian companies 
than the Russell and Lloyd Harris 
companies had been flouted in the 
awarding of fuse contracts, but was 
brought up sharply by the Commis- 
sion for trespass. ‘The techgical point 
Was that these particular Canadian 
companies did not get their slap in 
ithe face from the Sheil Committee un- 
til some months after Colonel John 
Wesley Allison’s United States pets 
got their contrgets and that conse- 
‘yuently they had nothing to do with 
the case. All of which goes to show 
that the Government knew what it 
was doing when it put a barbed-wire 
fence around the Royal Commission so 
thet nothing could get out or in ex- 
w@pt the Kyte charges. 

Thus was Colonel 
more than once the sad task 
ing more of the truth than woald 
have befo advisable in the interests 
of the Shell Committee. As it) was 
the danger came within an inch of 
one of the finest  Vresbyterian , con- 
rcjences that ever stepped into a wit- 
ness box. 

Qn several other occasions the Colo- 
nel’s passion for the truth was held 
up by Wallace Nesbitt who sits at Sir 
dlbow and receives the War, 
Lord’s whispers in his right car. In 
stead of letting these whispers come 
in at one ear and go out at the other | 
Mr. Nesbitt vocalizes them in a way 
all his own—a very clever and artful 
way but not flattering to the judges. 
‘Yo put it plainly, whenever Colonel 
(‘arnegic i# on the verge of telling 
something that may hurt, Mr. Nes- 
hitt has been in the habit of getting 
up on his hind legs and protesting 
“vour lordship,” do not let this man 
speafc this aloud. ‘Vhe Hun is listen- 
ing at the gate’ or words to that ef- 
fect. And always it had the result of 
whutting the witmess up so that he 
couldn’t’ be got at evdn with a can 
opener, 

But the other day Hr. Nesbitt did 
it once too often. Colonel Carnegid 
was’ on the point of revealing the 
name of the one ‘‘English firm of 
standing’ which did worse than the 
Allfson companies in the matter of 
fuse deliveries when Mr.’ Nesbit arose

The frst of which is that Colonel 
Nichols of the Canadikn General Elect- 
ric Company was scared off the idea 
he had of making loaded shells for 
the British Government, He was told 
that the British Government couldn’? 
make any advance for special machin- 
ery as it was doing for United States 
compenies, that they would pay only 
the ‘‘manufacturing charges’ if te 
failed in an experimental order of 
twenty thousand shells, and that if 
he liked to take that sort of chance 
with a two and a quarter million dol- 
lars of his company’s:money, he was 
at liberty to' do so. In short he 
could take it or leave it. eing thus 
actively discouraged Colonel Nivhols 
left, it. 

‘The next brace of Canadian manu- 
facturers to get this chillmg welcome 
was T. A. Russell of the Russell 
Motor Company and Lloyd Harris of 
Brantford. They wanted to make fus- 
es and it fell to Colonel Carnegie to 
tell these two brash young men by 
telegraph, letter, and the living voice, 
what a horribly difficult thing mak- 
ing fuses was. It was hard to persu- 
ade them—the Colonel found it so— 
they kept writing. 

When they didn’t write they came 
to Ottawa and interviewed the Colo- 
nel. With soft answers, lightened 
and there by a ray of hope, 
somewhat equivocal, the Colonel 
strung them along for months. Fin- 
ally it all hung on a telegram. The 
telegrum was sent by Messrs. Jtussell 
and Harris. Sent, but not received, 
at least, not ‘in time. Shkrangely 
rnough the telegram came too late. 

Colonel J. Wesley, Allison’s pets, the 
International Arms and Fuse Com- 
pany and the American Ammunition 
Company, got the orders for five mil- 
Non time and graze fuses. Thus were 
two enterprising young Canadian 
manufacturers who had left their 
party in 1911 through fear of too 
much trade with the United States, 
brushed aside for two mushroom 
American companies who not only got 
orders for twenty-three million  dol- 
lars worth of fuses }but received cash 
advances amounting to fifteen per 
cent. of their contract, advances re- 
fused to Canadian companjes,—to ab- 
sorb the inifial cost of production. 
Yankees first—that was the way Colo- 
nel Carnegie and his empkyers -hand- 
ld that littl matter. 

Of Course Colonel Carnegie had his 
reasons for favoring the United 
States) outfit. These reasons he gave 
at some length. One reason as, stat- 
ed by~him, was that he had interview- 


ed Colonel Allison and his associates 


at the Manhattan Hotel in New York 
and was satisfied that they could do 
the work. According to his own ad- 
misston he did not reyard the ‘““titu- 
lar hedd,’’ meaning thereby the neat- 
dy marcelled head of Colon] J. Wes- 
ley Allison—but the manufacturing 
concerns at his call. 

Just here the facts do not run ex- 
actly, with Colonel Carnegie’s reasons. 
The animating motive so Colonel 
Carnegie states in his crisp Aberdeen 
Euglish, in handing over these  con- 
tructs to the Yankee companies was 
“airgency’’—that jis to say the Hrit- 
ish Government wanted the fuses ina 
hell of a hurry.

Company as applicants for fuse con- 
tracts, but was/ not allowed to go in- 
to details a» these transactions are 
outside the scope of the inquiry. 
Time, however, seems to have modi- 
fied Colonel Carnegie’s estimate of 
Canadian ability to manufacture fus- 
es, especially as the American com- 
panies fell down in that little matter 
of “airgency.”” Atiall events Messrs. 
Russelt and Harris were appea 
with a promise that they wduld get 
an order if the Pottish Governmen, 
had any more orders to give, and 
subsequently this promise was fulfilled. 
As Colonel Carnegie puts it, the Shell 
Committee did not wait for the Brit- 
ish Government to move, but gave an 
order “off its own bat” to Messrs.

This order was given 
from a “‘resairve’”’ of a million and a 
half which the Committee had up its 
sleeve.

ENEMY SOON HAS 


TO SHORTEN LINE 


In the course of an article on Ger- 
man losses, Frank Simonds, in The 
New York Tribune, bas the following

IBETRAYS FOES CALCULATION. 

But the most interesting portion of 
the German statement is found in the 
declaration that the French have now 
only 1,600,000 men left available for 
service, This is palpably untrue, but 
it reveals an interesting German cal- 
culation and throws much light on the 
present German numbers because 
calculation of French losses made by 
the Germans, like those of German 
losses made by French, are based upon 
the losses suffered by those who make 
the calculation. 

_ Let us take the Ger nan figures for 
French numbers and apply them to 
the German situation. France mobo- 
lizeé-some 6,000,000 men, but not less 
than 2,000,000 u good third, may be 
deducted for service outside the battle- 
front, leaving the French an available 
active and reserve strength of 4,000,- 
000. On _the same basis, Germany

We may conclude that both the 
French and the Germans have exag- 
erated, but to about the same degree. 
¢ may assume that the French still 
have at least 2,000,000 men available 
and the Germans around 3,500,000. 
One may expand either figure slightly 
as he chooses to estimate the ratio of 
German and French losses as greater, 
but there is no oasis for any great ex- 
pansion. Both have lost at about the 
sawe rate, 
ALLIES GROW STRONGFR. 


If Germany has only 3,500,000 men 
left. or 3,750,000 at the most, her 
actual reserve is not much above 500,- 
00, allowing for the number needed 
t» hold the lines. The French, how- 
ever, are helped by the fact that the 
British are steadily increasing their 
army in France, and have now tuken 
over the line practically from the sen 
tothe Somme. Every time the Brit- 
ish take over a portion of the line the 
French reserve is increased, altho, of 
course, the actual numbers remain the 
same. 

France has now about 1,690,000 
troops in line, accepting the German 
figures, but she has not less than 400,- 
000 in reserve, if Germany has fem 
reserves left. Probably the Britis 
will take over the sector between the 
Oise and the Somme before the year 
is over and release one more French 
army. 

MUST SHORTEN LINES., 

Suppose that the French and Ger- 
mans both lose at approximately the 
same rate for two months more. Then 
the French will have no reserves if 
their loss is 400,000; the Germans 
none if their loss is much above 250,- 
000. They willthen have to shorten 
their lines, and this is what all those 
who bave talked about attrition have 
always insisted. 

Germany's present bid for peace is 
an interesting document, viewed 
alongside her estimate of French loss- 
es, Thereis no mistaking the fact 
that her estimate will give new 
strength to the argument of those who 
have believed that Germany was 
approaching the point where her re- 
serves would be exhausted, and there 
ig sound reason for believing that 
Germany will not be able to hold her 
present lines for six months more if 
the wastage is anything like the aver- 
age for the past months of the war. 


NO FOE RESERVE 
T0 HIT VERDUN 


(By Col. E. P. Repington, Military 
Expert of The London Times.) 

London’ May 14.—The German Staff 
boasts that their 25 divisions before 
Verdun have been opposed by 51 of 
the French. Of course, there have 
been 30 divisions of German fighting 
at Verdun, but for 25 or even 30 Ger- 
man divisions to attack an entrenched 
enemy who have double that number 
of divisions at his command is not an 
act of sanity, and we are sure that the 
only reason General von Folkenhayn 
has not piled on more troopsis that he 
has no more to pile on.

But one need not pick out isolated 
sentences or chapters.

The writings of Paul, for instance, can 
be taken as examples of perfect dic- 
tion. The description of the shipwreck 
when he was making his way to 
Rome will stand for all time as the 
most thrilling narrative of a storm at 
sea. His appeals to the members of 
the various congregations with whom 
he corresponded may be accepted as 
the best writings we have upon teach- 
ings of the Nazarene. The poems or 
psalms of David, written hundreds of 
years prior to the time the New Testa- 
ment was written, are still the choicest 
bits of sentiment and imagination that 
can be found, inspiring in their faith 
and beauty and enchanting in their 
eloquence. 


Sumptuary Laws. 

Sumptuary laws are laws, now gen- 
erally obsolete, enacted in the sup- 
posed interest of public morals to re 
strain extravagance in private expend: 
iture, especially in matters of food, 
dress and amusements. They abound- 
ed in ancient Greece and Rome and 
found great favor in the legislation of 
England from the time of Edward IL 
(1807-27) to that of the reformation 
(1517). They existed in l'rance as early 
as the time of Charlemagne (768-814) 
and continued to be enacted as late as 
the seventeenth century, but in neither 
country do they appear to have been 
enforced to any great extent.

Drilling gives a more 
even stand than broadcast seeding, 
for all the seed is covered to about 
the same depth. In sowing broad- 
cast some of the seed may not be 
covered at all and some may be cov- 
ered too deeply. Germination is bet- 
ter from drilled seed and the growth 
is more uniform throughout the sea- 
son. In numerous tests at the ex- 
periment stations drilled oats have 
outyielded oats sown broadcast by 
several bushels to the acre. Better 
Stands of grass and clover can also 
be obtained in drilled than in broad- 
cast Oats. 

The best depth to sow oats varies 
with the soil and the season. In 
any case they should be covered with 
half an inch to an inch of moist soil. 
They should be sown deeper in sandy 
soils than in loams or clays. . Deeper 
seeding is alo necessary when the 
ground is dry than when it is moist. 
On the average the best depth is from 
one to one and a half inches. 

Oats should be sown as early in 
the spring as it is possible to make a 
good seed bed. The exact date of 
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course varies with the season and 
with the locality. This does not 


mean that the preparation of the land 
should be neglected in order to sow 
early. Better yields will be produc- 
ed from seed sown in a good seed bed 
than from that sown a few days

Nest Boxes. 


Few hen houses are equipped with 
enough nest boxes. Not fewer than 


one nest to every four hens should 


be used; if the pullets cannot find an 
empty nest when they wish to lay, the 
eggs will be left on the floor, where 
they are easily broken, and inay es- 
tablish the vice of cgg-eating. Hens 
like a darkened nest; not only should 
the nests be dark, but they should be 
abundantly roomy — about 8 x 10 
inches, and 6 to 8 inches high, and 
easily taken out and cleaned. ‘They 
should be easily aecezsible, not cnly 
for the hens, but for the owner as 
well. If a top is used, it should be 
sloping, to prevent the hens roosting 
over the nests. A good arrangement 
of nests is to place them under the 
droppings boards, with entrance fac- 
ing the wall; slanting roof hinged to 
open at the back of the nests in gath- 
oring the eggs.
